Flames of Unknown Origin Razed Two Buildings 
and Destroyed the Stocks and Fixtures of Three 
Places of Business and Postoffice Shortly After 
Midnight Last Night. 


Residents of Bachelors Hall, A. and M. College, returning 
from social engagments were the first to notice the flames 
which consumed two buildings and destroyed three business es­ 
tablishments and razed the postoffice at College Station shortly 
after midnight last night. The alarm was turned in at midnight 
and the College fire-fighting equipment was at the scene in five 
minutes and tin1 Bryan City fire truck but 25 minutes later. 
The long frame building belonging to W. C. 
Boyett, 
which 
housed the Collge Station postoffice, tailor shop, grocery store 
and lunch stand, and an adjoining building, owned by Joe Sos- 
olik, housing the latter’s studio, were completely destroyed, 
only a small portion of the contents being saved. 
Mail W a* Saved. 
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No A. and M. College property was 
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damaged or even in danger at any 
time. 
Practically all mail and pack 
ages and other valuable material in 
the postoffice were saved, Frank A n­ 
derson and Thomas F. Mayo leading 
the reH ue work in the postoffice and 
being chiefly 
responsible 
fo r 
the 
quantity of mail salvage^ 
Mail that 
had been put into private boxes, is 
believed to be the extent of tin- loss, 
with the exception of the cu rre n t edi­ 
tion of two magazines.

rector T. O. W alton of the Extension Service and Professor E. 
B. La Roche, architect of the College and immediately went in­ 
to consideration of plans for the new building, and plans for 
the remodelling of the old building now occupied by the Ex­ 
tension Service to make it suitable for a dormitory. 
SUCCESS OF HON. LEE J. ROUNTREE IS REMARKABLE 
At the conclusion of the conference yesterday morning he 
announced that contract for the new building would very prob­ 
ably be let by Aprli I. 
He expects to locate it on the lot just 
west of the Research Administration building of the Experi­ 
ment Station on which is now located one of the fii*st residences 
erected on the campus. 
In commenting on the passage of the 
bill President Bizzell was very complimentary to Representa­ 
tive Lee J. Rountree for his service in behalf of the institution. 
“ The success of Honorable Lee J. 
Rountree 
in 
the 
Thirty- 
Eighth Legislature has been rem arkable” , 
President 
Bizzell 
stated. 
‘‘No man in the Legislature has been more successful 
than he in securing legislation th at he fostered. He has secured 
passage of more important legislation in this session than any 
other man of the body. 
He has been on the job devoting all 
his energies to work of the College and its branches.” President 
Bizzell expressed the opinion that no opposition will develop to 
the other emergency measures pending before the Senate and 
* .iat they will be passed before the close of the regular session.

GO OVER $41,000,000 


(Special to Dallas News) 
AUSTIN, Texas, March 
14.— The 
present Legislature has appropriated 
$7,738,509. 
The governor can veto 
some of it, but only a small am ount 
as compared to the total, as the larg­ 
er amount* have been approved, leav­ 
ing smaller items for his disposition. 
The Board of Control 
has 
recom­ 
mended general appropriations 
ag­ 
gregating $30,000,000, and there is 
a deficiency of 
approximately 
$1,- 
000,000, all of which will be consid­ 
ered at the special session*, 
in ad­ 
dition, the special 
session 
will 
be 
asked fo r $2,000,000 to aid the ru ­ 
ral school*. 
With the special session 
expenses added to the am ount now 
appropriated and the requisitions 
in 
prospect, the total will go to some­ 
thing over $41,000,000. 
On the bas­ 
is of sources of revenue, and without 
regard to any that m ay be created 
by the Legislature, the 
Board of 
Control estimates that the income for 
the general fund for the next two 
years will be $35,244,571.19. 
To 
meet the estimate of $41,000,000 in 
outlay, it will be necessary for the 
special session to find new sources of 
taxation to yield approxim ately $6,- 
000,000, or $3,000,000 a year, less 
w hatever comes from the tax levied 
on sulphur production by a bill pass­

TEXAS IN GREAT NEED 
CHANGE OF STATE LAWS 


(W aco N ews-Tribune). 
This is the Thirty-eighth legisla­ 
ture of the commonwealth of Tex­ 
as. 
T here are 31 senators and 150 
representatives. 
It is a two-house 
law-making body. It has been a two- 
house lawmaking body since admis­ 
sion to the sisterhood of states. 
In 
the days of the republic, there was 
a senate and a lower house. 
Texas 
is m agnificent in its territorial do ­ 
main. 
It is as large as five of the 
rich and populous states of. the sister­ 
hood. 
It has the longest border lines 
it has the longest coast line. 
An 
upper house of 31 senators is pro­ 
vided by the constitution. 
A lower 
house of 150 representatives is pro­ 
vided by the constitution. 
A regu­ 
lar session of the legislature is fix­ 
ed at 60 days, and a law m aker is 
paid $5 per day. 
A fter the expira­ 
tion of the 60 days, should the leg­ 
islature continue in session, the law­ 
m aker is paid $2 per day. 
All this, 
according to the provisions 
of a 
constitution th a t was drafted 
and 
adopted in 1876, or nearly 50 years 
ago. 
There is a new constitution com­ 
ing, in the near future. Perhaps 
it 
will come in 1925. A constitutional 
am endm ent providing fo r a re fe r-' 
endtim by the 
people 
has 
been 
passed by the lower house and is 
pending in the senate. If the senate 
concurs, then the proposition will 
be submitted to the people 
at 
the 
regular election in November, 1924. 
If the am endm ent is adopted 
then 
an election for 93 delegates 
will 
lake place, three from each sena­ 
torial district, and to these dele­ 
gates will be given the task 
of 
d rafting a new constitution to be sub­ 
mitted to the people for ratification 
or rejection. 
All this leads to more talk, as the 
sporting editor says in his breezy 
reviews of athletic events on the 
favorite games of 
the 
multitude. 
Why should the world stand still. 
Why should a commonwealth stand 
still? 
Why 
should 
there not be 
constitutional 
innovation? 
Why 
should there be an upper house of 
31 members? Why should there be 
a lower house of 150 members? Why 
a 60-day session every tw’o years to 
transact the business and legislate 
for the needs of 5,000,000 people. 
Why not a single house legisla­ 
ture? 
Why not a legislative body of 
a very limited num ber? 
Why not 
appropriate salaries for those who 
are called upon to make the laws 
of the state? 
W hy not a legisla­ 
tive body functioning all the time? 
In a republic there are three branches 
of governm ent— the executive, 
the 
legislative, and the judicial. 
The 
governor of the state is required to 
give all of his time to the state. As 
the chief executive, he functions all 
the time, from the beginning of his 
term or terms, until the end. High 
court judges function and all the les­ 
ser judges. 
They are paid annual 
a1 aries, they are ever at their posts 
and why not a legislative body fu n c ­ 
tioning as the executive and judicial 
branches of the 
governm ent 
func­ 
tion? 
If there is to be a new constitu-' 
tion w ritten, why shouldn’t daring 
pirits ready to break away from old 
governm ental ruts, venture into a new j 
field and provide for a I -house leg­ 
islature with a very limited member- 
hip, to be elected for term s of two 
to fo ur years at a salary of say 
$8,000 or $10,000 per annum , and 
to be in session continuously repeal­ 
ing old laM’s which are ineffective 
or obsolete and making new laws 
which are in keeping with the ever 
hanging and ever increasing 
de­ 
mands or needs of a patriotic and 
fast growing people. 
Could not this 
be done without its being violative 
of the spirit of democracy or the fu n ­ 
dam entals of a republican form of 
government. 
Among the fathers of the repub­ 
lic, there were men who believed th at 
*he congress should be a single leg­ 
islative body th at there should be 
no 
senate. 
A leander 
Hamilton 
and m any others who could not get 
away from the aristocratic house of 
lords with 
its 
plebianic house of 
commons, insisted th at the congress 
of the republic should have an up­ 
per and a lower house, th at m em ­ 
bers of the upper house should be 
elected 
for six years, 
the lower 
house every two years, in order th at 
the upper house should hold in check 
measures coming from 
the 
lower 
house with a m em bership fresh from 
the ranks of the people. 
Texas has 20 members of the low­ 
er house of congress. Why wouldn’t 
a Texas legislature composed of a 
mem ber from each congressional d is-, 
trict be a vast im provement 
on the j 
present system. 
Who would object 
to paying a m em ber of the house a 
salary of $8,000 
or 
$10,000 
per 
year? 
Who would object to a con­ 
tinuous session of two to fou r years 
for a legislature fashioned on these 
lines? 
Who would object to con­ 
tinuous sittings 
All 
the 
higher 
courts a- has been said, are in con­ 
tinuous session. 
All legislative de­ 
mand." of the people for their press­ 
ing needs, all em ergency m atters de­ 
manding legislative relief, all prob­ 
lems winch are 
subjects of legisla- 
ti e action today 
could be placed 
before a deliberate 
body 
of law ­ 
makers under the same dome as the 
eecutive body and his departm ent 
and the judges and their courts. 
If a bill was enacted whose consti­ 
tutionality was a m atter of doubt, 
it could be placed before the prop­ 
er judicial body and there would be 
quick action on the points which had 
been raised either the lawyer or the 
layman. 
AU other departm ents 
of 
governm ent function daily year in 
and year out. 
Why not a legisla­ 
tive departm ent? 
It would 
be 
a 
large saving of money for the ta x ­ 
payers, vastly cheaper than the leg­ 
islative system of today. 
It would

trial, agricultural, financial or other­ 
wise.

Perhaps there lurks in this lad 
a talent for sculpture that has been 
heretofore hidden and is Just now 
finding itself, and an outlet. 
The bust weighs, estim ated from 
heft, about 
thirty pounds, stands 
about 18 to 20 inches in height and 
is approximately the same across the 
shoulders.
